Cotton Exporting 


Continues to Gain 


Exports Thus Far This 
Season 1 Vz Million Bales 


Over Year Ago 


MEMFHIS.-(U, S. Department Agri- 
culture),—The cotton market during 
the period April 16 to 22 was quicjt 
with price' fluctuations narrow. Quo- 
tations April 22 were about 20 points 
lower than those April 15. Demand1 
for spot cotton was stated as indiffer- 
ent with the volume of spot transac- 
tions light. 


New crop preparations and condi- 


tions arc now alrlacUng considerable 
trade attention. According to the 
Weather Bureau for the past week 
cotton planting made some advance 
and was active in many central and 
eastern sections, but as a general rule 
only fair progress was reported. 


In the central and eastern belt tem- 


peratures were too low especially at 
night for satisfactory germination of 
early-planted cotton in the south and 
moisture is need in central gulf dis- 
tricts. In the western belt planting 
was irregular in Texas but some pro- 
gress was made at the north-central 
portion of the state. Very good ad- 
vance was reported from most parts of 
Oklahoma. 


During March sales'of fertilizer tags 


in the eight most important cotton 
states excluding Oklahoma amounted 
to about 46.6 per cent of March 1931, 
33.4 per cent of March 1930 and were 
the smallest for that month for more 
a decade. For the (our months De- 
cember through March tag sales were 
51.8 per cent less than during that 
period last season, 69.2 per cent 1929-30 
and' were also the smallest at least 
since 1920-21 when these records first 
became available. 


Average price middling 7-8 inch as 


compiled from the quotations of the 
ten designated spot markets April 22 
5.78c compared with 5.96c April 15th 
and 9.47c a year ago for the cor- 
responding day. 


Exports to April 
22 this 
season 


amounted to about 7,300,000 bales or 
1,400,000 bales larger than for the cor- 
responding period1 the previous season. 
According to the Bureau 'of Census 
there were operated at some time dur- 
ing the month of March 24,800,000 cot- 
ton spinning spindles compared with 
25,200,000 for February and 26,500,000 
for March a year ago.

For Farm Exports 


Stone Suggest* $100,000,- 


000 FUnd Providing 
Cotton. Wheat Credit 


WASHlNGTON.-,(/P)—A recommend 


dation that the rough spots of inter-' 
national trade be greased with a $100,- 
000,000 fund which would finance for- 
eign, sales of wheat' and cotton was 
made Friday by Chairman. Stone of 
the Farm Board. 


In a letter to Chairman McNary of 


the Senate, Agriculture Committee, he 
urged enactment of a resolution to de- 
vote that amount of Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation funds to such a' 
purpose.

The board believes, Stone said, that 


"controlled foreign sales on credit 
would be a benefit to the domestic 
and foreign markets in wheat," and 
also increase consumption of' Ameri- 
can cotton. 


Stone's endorsement follows Secre- 


tary Hyde's suggestion that $100,000,000 
of the $200,000,000 voted in the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation act for 
crop loans be used for this purpose. 


In his letter, Stone said 'la number 


of foreign countries are in the market 
for American wheat,* Their buying! 
power is limited by their Inability to 
pay cash or furnish securities accept- 
able in the usual financing of export 
sales." 


Stone pointed out that European

termination. The remedy for the peo- 
ple first 'remove Mr. Matthews from 
his position of political leadership and 
leave it to the courts to determine 
whether there has been a wrong. 


"Within my knowledge, the thing to 


which criticism of Justin Mathews 
can be justly directed is Act No. 18 
of tile Acts of 1929. Section 8 of that 
act would appear to have what is com- 
monly caled a joker clause. 
There 


was appropriated $7,500,00 for annual 
rood district 
maturities. Section 8 


parenthetically included a 20 per cent 
increase for emergencies. The next 
paragraph provided that any holder of 
road district bonds could secure their 
payment'as par before maturity out of 
any residue of money in the slate 
treasury appropriated for road district 
bonds. 


"Under this act, approximately $596,- 


000 of Park Hill bonds were paid be- 
fore maturity. 


"I repeat that Mr, Mathews has too 


long played a dominating part in the 
political affairs of this state. The time 
has come when a new leadership must 
be set up. 


"Governor Parnell and his 'Kitchen 


Cabinet,' Guy Freeling, Sam Rorex 
and one or two others, who are pros- 
pering at the expense of the 'people in 
these times of distress, amuse me in 
•trying to lead the people of the sta,te 
to believe the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly was characterized by 
asinine leadership. . 


"The governor's comptroller wrote 


the appropriation acts in 1931. If re-, 
duction in salaries and maintenance 
had been wanted before July 1, 1932, 
ne wacts could have been written. But 
Secretary Guy Freeling and his family 
of four might have had to suffer a cut 
in their family budget. That would 
never do! So they start the cry of 
jackasses in the hope that it would 
catch the fancy of the rabble and'di- 
vert their minds from 'what's wrong 
in our state government.' The real 
fault is the state suffers from lack of 
capable and patriotic leadership.

What a 
record Claude Duty has made for 
him! 


"The recent session cut down the 


highway administration appropriation 
from 1250,000,000 to $100,000. As u result 
Dwight Blackwood announces the past 
week he must make a reduction in his 
forces. In February, 1932, Blackwood 
paid his engineering and office force 
$39,817.33 in salaries to make the rec- 
ords and supervise the expenditure of 
$26,530.35 for the labor of the boys 
who handle the pick and shovel on the 
grvaeled roads. 


"The state could make money by 


having the proper outside agency make 
a thorough and complete audit of 
every branch of the state- government. 
The state comptroller has been so busy 
auditing (and helping counties by 
such) counties in the state, he hasn't 
had time to look after the audit needs 
of his own backyard—the statehouse. 
The chynces are that if he had tried 
it under the present regime in the 
statshousc, he might be ji^st one other 
soul among the present millions un- 
employed-
